IMAGINATION AND TEETH. 


An Anaesthetic Failed, but the Patient 


Felt No Pain. 


Writing to a London paper, a med- 


ical man tells this story: 


"A remarkable incident happened re- 


cently at a London deutal hospital. A 
young woman went there to have five 
teeth extracted. The anaesthetic de- 
cided upon by the deutal surgeon was 
ethyl chloride, and this was adminis- 
tered by the usual form of apparatus. 
An India rubber cap is placed over the 
patient's mouth and nostrils, and con- 
nected -with it is a bag into which a 
sealed capsule of ethyl chloride is in- 
troduced. By the turning of a screw 
from the outside the capsule is broken 
and the anaesthetic liberated. 
The 


screw was turned, the patient -went off 
gradually iuto the usual condition of 
insensibility^ five teeth were extracted, 
and the patient awakened without feel- 
Ing any part of the operation. 


"The -whole case appeared perfectly 


normal. Only -when the young woman 
had left the room and the apparatus 
was being made ready for another pa- 
tient -was it discovered that the cap- 
sule of ethyl chloride had by some 
mischance not been broken at all. The 
whole condition of insensibility had 
been brought about by the self hypno- 
tism of the patient. The idea that an 
anaesthetic 
was being 
administered 


was so strong in her mind that she had 
passed into insensibility entirely by 
hypnotic suggestion."

It is said 
the governor told the Tax Commis- 
sion that when he appointed five law- 
yers to serve on that body, he did it 
with the idea that they would be able 
to find some v. ay to reform the tax 
laws without a constitutional amend- 
ment, but that he was satisfied now 
the only remedy was a constitutional 
amendment. 


It cames from the executive offices 


that Governor Hairis is in favor of a 
constitutional amendment and that he 
will recommend such action to the 
legislature. 


The Tax Commission in its report 


will 
recommend 
a 
constitutional 


amendment; an appraisal of real es- 
tate oftener than once in ten years; 
the abolishment of the 20 different 
state boards that appraise and equal- 
ize taxation retains, and the appoint- 
ment of one taxing commission there- 
fc-r; the passage of a graduated in- 
heritance tax; the extension of 
the 


Nichols law to all corporations, unless 
under the proposed amendment some 
better plan may be found, and separa- 
tion of state and local taxes. 


Governor Harris is in hearty sym- 


pathy with the whole program and 
with the support promised him in the 
legislature there is no doubt but that 
his plans will go through.

May Work Harder and With More Ease—Fifty Per Cent 


Raise In Salaries—Luxurious Marble Palaces For Use 


of Congressmen and Senators—Striking Difference 
" Between the New and the Old Washington.

T ought to be easy for the Sixtieth 


congress to work hard. 
In the 


first place, all members of this 
congress, both houses, get $7,500 


a year, a raise of 00 per cent in salary. 
That should help some toward a cheer- 
I 


ful working spirit. In the next place, 
each meaiber of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 391 in all, within a few 
weeks after the opening of the new 
congress will have at his disposal a 
private office in the magnificent new 
house annex which Uncle Sam has 
built for the use of the lawmakers. 
By this time next year a correspond- 
ingly magnificent senate annex will 
be finished for the use of senators, if 
members of congress cannot work 
harder with more ease than heretofore 
in view of the luxuries with which the 
government is surrounding them, then 
their constituents should investigate. 


In the new house annex there are 


410 rooms. Each representative will 
have his own chamber, fitted with fine 
mahogany furniture. There will be a 
big. statesmanlike desk for Mr. Con- 
gressman, a commodious desk for the 
clerk supplied and salaried by the 
government to each member, a center 
table for copies of the home paper, the 
Congressional Record and other choice 
literature and a typewriter desk. The

Senator Allison of Iowa, who has worn 
the toga for nearly thirty-five years 
and was a member of the lower house 
for eight years bet"'.re he became a 
senator, find the Washington of today 
vastly different from that of thirty to 
forty years ago.

American and Foreign Experts Will 


Be Asked to Stibmit Bids on One. 
Artillery Experts Engaged on Plans 
to Destroy Scout Balloons of Fees. 


Acting Secretary of War Oliver has 


approved the action of the. army ord- 


.*2.VX>0 to be used in getting a dirig 
ble balloon for scouting purposes, say 
a Washington special dispatch to th 
New York Times. The last efforts o 
the war department to conquer the ai 
were made under the tutelage of Pro 
fe«sor Ltmgley, who thought he ha< 
worked out this problem of flight b; 
means of the aeroplane, but in th 
final test live years ago his contrivano 
fame to grief in the tawny waters o 
the I'otomac. The experiments made 
at that time cost more than .$00,000 
and for them the government has iioth 
ing to show today but a pretty li*tl 
engine of aluminium, which it is as 
serted can develop ten horse powe: 
and weighs but oOO pounds. 


The science of aeronavigation has 


been almost wholly developed since th< 
death of Professor Langley, npd nov 
it will be purely a business matter foi 
the government to advertise for bids 
and get its wants in the shape of a 
skyship. General Allen, chief of tl 
signal corps, has sent to all the leadLn 
workers in aeronautics in the Unitec 
States and abroad a tentative invi 
tation \i ith specifications for such a 
dirigible balloon as the army needs 
It is not expected that with the amount 
allotted by the ordnance board a satis- 
factory balloon can be had. but a be- 
ginning can be made, and as experi 
cnc-e points the way a larger and more 
complete balloon can be procured. 


The present specifications enll for a 


two man balloon, capable of carrying 
gasoline enough for a three hours 
flight. The plan is for one man to de- 
vote his attention entirely to the man- 
agement of the balloon, while the oth- 
er is left free to reconnoiter, make pho- 
tographs or draw topographical maps. 
The idea is to use coal gas, for reasons 
of economy, and the minimum speed re- 
quired is eighteen miles an hour in still 
air and from thirty to thirty-five mile-j 
•nlth the wind. 
The balloon must 


make a 100 mile trip successfully— 
fifty miles out and fifty back. 
The 


price to be paid will doubtless be based 
on the speed attained, the successful 
contractor receiving a bonus for every 
mile over the maximum set by the de- 
partment's specifications or losing pro 
rata for every mile under the average 
.speed called for. 


There are several experts In the 


United States who have been at work 
in co-operation with the army students 
of aeronautics who think that the re- 
quirements laid down by General Allen 
can be met successfully here. 


It is intended to conduct balloon 


drills after the dir.'gible is bought and 
gradually work out many problems 
that now; confront aeronauts. 
Ulti- 


mately it is hoped a dirigible will be 
built by the government with the com- 
bined skill and ingenuity of all the ex- 
pert army officers turned on the job. 


It goes without saj ing nowadays that 


balloons are to be recognized equip- 
ment of armies hereafter. Already our 
artillery experts are at work on ord- 
nance to combat balloonreconnoissance. 
High angle firing is being practiced 
with howitzers and special shrapnel 
charges are being tried. 
It has been 


found that it takes different marks- 
manship to hit a balloon target high 
up in the air from what is required at 
a distance on the surface of the earth. 
The trajectory is much flatter, and the 
powder charges must be greater to 
carry "distances that otherwise in or- 
dinary fire f-.-ike a low charge. 


The type of balloon aimed at by the 


signal officers is not Mich as private 
individuals have broueht into promi- 
nence, but rather those that have been 
developed by the French and British 
military experts. These have been suc- 
cessful beyond nil doubt, although the 
British war balloon was wrecked re 
cently and is being rebuilt.
